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"Mercer  Planning  Board 
Releases  Master  Plan 
For  Highway  Changes 

New  Route  One  over- 
passes, highway  bypasses 
around  Hopewell  and  Penn- 
ington, Harrison  Street  as  a 
'  county  road  —  these  are  a  few 
of  the  highway  changes  under 
consideration  by  the  Mercer 
County  Planning  Board. 

In  a  recently  released  re- 
port, Mercer  County  Highway 
Master  Plan,  county  planners 
reviewed  the  area's  roadways 
and  proposed  changes  in  re- 
•  sponse  to  Mercer  County's 
'rapid  growth.  The  plan  calls 
for  improvements  to  existing 
roadways,  widening  and 
upgrading  of  municipal  roads, 
and  new  highways  over 
relatively  undeveloped  lands. 

'     Princeton   Regional    Plan- 
'    ning  Board  has  scheduled  a 
special  meeting  on  September 
1  to  discuss  the  county  high- 
way plan,  and  Township  Com- 
mittee will  either  hold  a  special 
meeting  on  September  3  or 
i     will  meet  with  the  Planning 
Board  to  discuss  the  plan. 
^Mercer    County    Planning 
.Board  will  hold  a  public  hear- 
ing on  the  Highway  Master 
Plan  on  September  9. 

In  Princeton,  the  County 
Master  Plan  proposes  to  make 
Harrison  Street  a  county  road, 
upgrading  its  role  in  the  area's 
transportation  system.  This 
would  incorporate  an  exten- 
sion of  Harrison  Street  in  West 
Windsor  to  Princeton  Junc- 
tion, necessitating  a  new 
Route  One  interchange. 

The  plan  also  proposes 
upgrading  Princeton  Pike  to  a 
county  road  from  Nassau 
Street  through  Lawrence  to 
connect  with  Princeton  Ave- 
nue, a  county  road,  at  Route 
206. 

Responding  to  major  im- 
provements planned  by  the 
state  in  Mercer  County,  the 
plan  proposes  coordinating 
roadways  with  S-92,  which  the 
state  intends  to  build  from 
Route  206  north  of  Princeton 
to  Route  130  in  Hightstown. 


New  Director  Chosen

DOT  Commissioner  and  Township  Still  at  Odds 
Over  Funds  and  Design  for  Harrison  Street  Bridge 


Local  and  historic  interests 
appeared  to  be  at  odds  with 
Federal  funding  requirements 
at  a  meeting  about  the  Har- 
rison Street  bridge  held  in 
Princeton  on  August  12.  The 
meeting  was  attended  by  of- 
ficials from  the  New  Jersey 
Department  of  Transportation, 
Princeton  Township,  Prince- 
ton Borough,  Mercer  County 
and  the  Delaware  and  Raritan 
Canal  Commission. 

Princeton  officials  had  pre- 
viously called  together  various 
interest  groups,  including  the 
D&R  Canal  Coalition,  mayors 
of  West  Windsor  and  Plains- 
boro,  and  Friends  of  Princeton 
Open  Space,  to  discuss  the 
Harrison  Street  bridge  design. 
According  to  Township  Mayor 
Gail  Firestone,  in  response  to 
planning  and  safety  concerns, 
there  was  a  consensus  of  opi- 
nion that  the  new  bridge 
should  have  a  second  side- 
walk. 

The    proposal    was   flatly 


denied  by  DOT  Commissioner 
Hazel  Gluck,  who  later  public- 
ly explained  her  position  in  a 
statement  published  in  full  on 
page  22  of  this  issue  of  TOWN 
TOPICS.  "I  have  made  it  clear 
time  and  again  that  I  cannot, 
and  will  not  commit  one  more 
federal  or  state  dollar  to 
amenities  for  the  Harrison 
Street  bridge." 

"We're  disappointed,"  said 
Mayor  Firestone.  "We  had 
hoped  that  a  consensus  could 
have  been  reached.  Federal 
funding  versus  local  interests 
should  not  be  adversarial  posi- 
tions. 

"I  think  there  is  a  lot  of  fin- 
ger pointing  by  the  DOT  for 
holding  things  up,"  she  con- 
tinued. "The  DOT  is  required  to 
do  certain  things  and  the  fact 
that  they  have  not  done  them 
falls  squarely  on  we  doi."

bridge  designs  by  the  D&R 
Canal  Commission,  the  Office 
of  New  Jersey  Heritage,  and 
the  Federal  Highway  Ad- 
ministration. 

The  bridge  construction  pro- 
ject includes  two  bridges,  one 
over  the  canal  and  a  larger 
bridge  over  Carnegie  Lake. 
The  bridges  have  been  clos- 
ed for  two  years  after  being 
declared  structurally  unsafe

Former  Teacher  Here 
Guilty  of  2  Counts 
Of  Sexual  Contact 

A  former  teacher  who 
taught  third  grade  at  Riverside 
School  for  three  years  plead- 
ed guilty  last  week  before 
Judge  Judith  Yaskin  in  Mercer 
County  Superior  Court  to  two 
counts  of  criminal  sexual  con- 
tact. 

Richard  Donges,  30,  admit- 
ted touching  the  thigh  of  one 
student  in  early  1984  and  the 
buttocks  of  another  in  March, 
1986.  Both  incidents  of  sexual 
contact  occurred  in  a  supply 
closet  adjoining  a  classroom. 
At  the  time,  the  victims  were 
eight  and  nine  years  old. 

In  a  plea-bargain  agreement 
announced  by  state  Deputy 
Attorney  General  Mary  L. 
Cupo-Cruz,  charges  of  ag- 
gravated sexual  assault  and 
official  misconduct  were  drop- 
ped. In  pleading  guilty  to  the 
lesser  charges,  however, 
Donges  automatically  forfeited 
his  teaching  post  and  will  be 
disqualified  forever  from 
holding  a  public  teaching  posi- 
tion in  New  Jersey. 

Donges  has  been  sent  to 
the  Adult  Diagnostic  and 
Treatment  Center  in  Avenel 
for  an  evaluation  to  determine 
if  he  is  a  repetitive  or  com- 
pulsive sex  offender.  The 
results  of  that  psychiatric  ex- 
amination will  be  used  by 
Judge  Yaskin  in  determining 
her  sentencing.

This  would  include  coor- 
dinating with  improvements 
and  partial  relocation  of  Route 
206  "consistent  with  Prince- 
ton's plans  for  improvement  of 
uunn  Drive." 

The  highway  plan  cites 
statistics  tracking  traffic 
growth  at  a  10  percent  annual 
rate  in  the  Route  One  corridor 
and  six  percent  along  Route 
130,  while  the  county  as  a  whole 
is  seeing  a  two  to  three  percent 
growth  in  traffic.  The  report 
claims  that  the  county  road 
system  is  "increasingly  inade- 
quate to  accommodate  the 
demands  which  are  being  plac- 
ed upon  it." 

The  highway  plan  indicates 
the  scope  of  the  demands  with 
population  figures  stating  that 
one  tenth  of  the  United  States 
population  lives  within  a  75- 
mile  radius  of  the  county  and  a 


total  of  1.7  million  people  live 
within  85  miles  of  Mercer  Coun- 

Many  of  the  county's  pro- 
posals are  in  response  to  Route 
One  growth.  Overpasses  under 
"active  consideration"  arc  at 
Meadow  Road  and  at  Alex- 
ander Road  and  the  Penns 
Neck  area  Locations  of  new 
bridges  proposed  by  the  plan 
include  a  site  over  the  Dela- 
ware and  Raritan  Canal  south 
of  Port  Mercer,  near  the  curve 
in  Province  Line  Road,  and  in 
West  Windsor,  over  AMTRAK, 
replacing  the  narrow  Clarks- 
ville  Road  bridge,  Both  bridges 
would  be  built  to  relieve  bottle- 
necked  traffic  going  to  and 
from  Route  One. 

A  new  Delaware  River  cross- 
ing is  proposed  between  Ham- 
ilton Township  and  Falls  Town- 
ship, Pa. 

Extension  of  Rosedale  Road. 
On  the  outskirts  of  Princeton, 
an  extension  of  Rosedale  Road, 
beyond  Carter  Road  to  the  in- 
tersection of  Blackwell  and 
Cold  Soil  roads,  is  proposed 
The  new  county  road  would 
create  a  "regional  secondary 
arterial  route  from  Princeton 
through  Pennington."  The  plan 
hopes  this  road  would  serve 
traffic  headed  to  and  from 
Pennsylvania  and  the  growing 
ETS/Squibb  area. 

Several  bypasses  around 
towns  and  villages  in  the  coun- 
ty would  re-route  traffic  around 
Hopewell,  Pennington,  Edin- 
burg  and  Dutch  Neck.  The 
Hopewell  bypass  would  re- 
route 518  around  the  Borough 
from  Aunt  Molly  Road  to  a 
point  north  of  Van  Dyke  Road. 

In  Pennington,  a  proposed 
bypass  routes  traffic  from  the 
Pennington-Rocky  Hill  Road/ 
Federal  City  Road  intersection 
to  State  Road  31 ,  south  of  Coun- 
ty Route  546. 

Another  major  highway  plan- 
ned in  the  Pennington  area  is  a 
proposed  state  freeway  from 
the  Brunswick  Circle  on  Route 
One  to  Pennington  Circle; 
ttoute  n  Although  this  would 
be  a  state  road,  the  county  has 
considered  the  effects  of  this 
project  in  preparing  the  high- 
way plan. 

Canal  Pointe  Boulevard,  the 
new  road  running  parallel  to 
Route  One,  south  from  Alex- 
ander Road,  is  proposed  as  a 
regional  collector  road  extend- 
ing to  Bakers  Basin  The  plan 
concedes  some  design  prob- 
lems with  the  location  of  Mer- 
cer Mall  and  other  factors. 

According  to  the  report,  the 
county  planners  hope  to 
strengthen  the  system  of  coun- 
ty roads  connecting  primary 
state  and  interstate  highways

—  the  jail  sentences  to  run  con- 
currently, as  part  of  the  plea- 
bargain  agreement.  If  psychia- 
trists determine  he  is  not  a 
compulsive  offender  and  if 
Judge  Yaskin  finds  mitigating 
circumstances,  she  could  re- 
duce the  sentence  to  270  days  in 
jail  and  five  years  probation 
with  psychiatric  treatment  and 
counseling.  Sentencing  is  set 
for  November  20. 

In  1984,  after  the  first  assault 
allegation,  Donges  was  the  sub- 
ject of  an  investigation  by  then 
School  Superintendent  Paul 
Houston  but  that  investigation 
determined  there  was  not  suf- 
ficient evidence  to  report  the  in- 
cident to  the  state. 

The  second  allegation,  how- 
ever, was  reported  to  the  New 
Jersey  State  Division  of  Youth 
and  Family  Services.  Three 
days  later,  on  March  17,  1986, 
Donges  was  removed  from  his 
Riverside  classroom.  Follow- 
ing his  indictment  by  a  Mercer 
County  Grand  Jury,  he  took 
sick  leave  and  less  than  a 
month  later,  on  April  12,  he  sub- 
mitted bin  resignation  to  the 
Princeton    Regional    Schuul 

Board.  He  also  later  resigned  a 
teaching  position  in  Delaware. 

If  Donges  files  an  appeal 
within  the  next  45  days,  he  will 
forfeit  his  plea  bargain  and 
face  a  trial  by  the  state. 

Princeton  School  Superin- 
tendent Dr.  Carol  Choye 
described  the  incident  and 
Donges's  court  appearance  as 
a  "very  sad  situation."

Township  Sewer  Project 
May  Begin  in  November 

Construction  of  the  first 
phase  of  the  Township's  sewer 
rehabilitation  may  begin  in  No- 
vember. The  status  of  the 
Sanitary  Sewer  Rehabilitation 
Project  was  updated  at  a  Sewer 
Operating  Committee  meeting 
held  August  12. 

SOC  manager  Martin  T.  Dor- 
ward  explained  that  the 
Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  must  offer  approval 
of  all  plans  before  the  Township 
can  advertise  for  construction 
bids.  This  "pre-award  ap- 
proval" from  a  division  of  the 
DEP  is  the  final  stage  in  a  com- 
plex application  process  for  a 
low-interest  state  loan  which 
will  save  about  $1  million  in  in- 
terest costs. 

Originally  the  first  phase  of 
the  Township's  sewer  rehabili- 
tation was  to  begin  in  July,  but 


it  was  delayed  to  allow  the 
Township  to  qualify  for  the  low- 
interest  state  loan.  The  Town- 
ship plans  to  refund  about  $6 
million  of  its  outstanding  sewer 
bonds  with  the  new  state  funds. 
According  to  Mr.  Dorward, 
once  pre-award  approval  is 
granted,  the  rehabilitation  pro- 
ject can  be  put  out  for  a  bid. 
Bidders  have  one  month  to  re- 
spond, another  month  is  need- 
ed for  selection,  and  additional 
time  will  be  needed  by  the  win- 
ning construction  company  to 
gather  materials  to  begin  the 
project  According  to  this 
timetable,  the  probable  start- 
ing date  for  rehabilitation  of  the 
first  phase,  the  eastern  sewer 
trunkline,  would  be  in  late  No- 
vember. 

The  SOC  is  in  the  process  of 

replacing  71c  miJoc  of  tnmlilino 

und    repairing    the    collection 

system  feeding  the  trunks  in  or- 
der to  reduce  ground  water  in- 
flow and  stop  raw  sewage 
overflows.  The  eastern  trunk- 
line,  also  known  as  the  Harry's 
Brook  line,  will  involve  con- 
struction along  Route  27  from 
the  River  Road  pumping  sta- 
tion to  Poe  Road,  and  then 
north  along  Harry's  Brook  to 
Gordon  Way  in  Queenston 
Common. 

The  Township  and  the  Bor- 
ough are  applying  for  $6  million 
each  in  loans  from  a  new  state 
Wastewater  Treatment  Trust 
of  the  N.J.  Department  of  En- 
vironmental Protection.  The 
state  is  scheduled  to  float  bonds 
for  funding  the  trust  in  October. 

The  new  funds  will  not  be 
available  until  the  new  fiscal 
year.  However,  the  municipal- 
ities will  be  reimbursed  for  any 
expenses  incurred  this  year.

Amnesty  will  be  available  to  any  resident  who  has  under- 
reported  income,  has  overstated  deductions  or  has  not  paid 
or  filed  tax  returns  for  any  of  the  tax  periods  before  Janu- 
ary 1  of  this  year  Taxpayers  under  criminal  investigation 
are  not  eligible. 

"We're  getting  the  word  out  you  can  do  anything  in  New 
Jersey  except  evade  taxes,"  said  Gov  Thomas  Kean,  who 
signed  two  bills  in  March  approving  the  plan  Gov  Kean  had 
originally  opposed  the  program  but  later  agreed  to  it  because 
of  its  tougher  tax  law  provisions. 

State  officials  are  counting  on  $50  million  in  proceeds  from

Tentative  Settlement 
On  J&J  Storage  Tanks? 

After  more  than  two  years, 
has  peace  arrived  between 
Johnson  &  Johnson  and  of- 
ficials of  Montgomery  Town- 
ship'' 

Under  a  tentative,  out-of- 
court  settlement  last  week,  J&J 
has  agreed  to  use  railroad  tank- 
er cars  instead  of  trucks  to  de- 
liver a  suspected  carcinogen, 
potassium  acrylate,  to  its  dia- 
per plant  off  Grandview  Ave- 
nue. The  company  also  agreed 
to  submit  to  a  full-scale  review 
of  its  facility  in  eight  years, 
after  it  obtains  final  approval 
for  its  operation. 

In  March.  1985,  J&J  first  ap- 
proached the  Montgomery 
Planning  Board  for  permission 
to  build  two,  80,000-gallon  stor- 
age tanks  and  a  30,000-gallon 
tank  on  its  property.  It  was 
denied  by  the  board,  which 
cited  health  concerns  and  acid 
emissions.  J&J  filed  a  lawsuit 
against  the  Planning  Board 
three  months  later. 

Under  the  tentative  agree- 
ment reached  last  week,  truck 
deliveries  limited  to  Route  601 
north  of  Grandview  would  be 
allowed  if  rail  service  along  the 
Conrail  line  were  interrrupted 
or  unavailable.

unfitted.  Sixty-six  hospitals 
responded  to  the  survey. 

"If  no  significant  relief  is  put 
in  place  soon,  many  of  our 
hospitals  will  approach 
dangerous  levels  of  nurse  staf- 
fing," added  Mr.  Scibetta. 

The  NJHA  study  showed  the 
average  hourly  salary  earned 
by  New  Jersey  nurses  to  be 
$12.19,  compared  to  starting 
salaries  of  $13.44  per  hour  for 
nurses  working  in  New  York  Ci- 
ty, and  $15.04  per  hour  for  Phil- 
adelphia nurses 

NJHA  reports  that  hospitals 
have  been  forced  to  hire  more 
expensive  "agency  nurses"  on 
a  per-diem  basis.  For  the  first 
six  months  of  1987,  hospitals 
spent  $14  million  on  agency 
nurses,  86%  more  than  for  the 
same  period  last  year. 

"All  we're  looking  for  is  a 
realistic  figure  that  will  allow 
for  market-place  attractive  sal- 
aries for  our  hospital  nurses," 
said  Mr.  Scibetta. 

Opportunities  for  nurses  out- 
side the  hospital  setting, 
relatively  flat  pay  scales,  and 
fhe  demands  of  treating  sicker 
patients  have  all  contributed  to 
recruitment  and  retention 
problems  of  nurses.

OBITUARIES 


John  J.  Conroy.  79,  310  Nas- 
sau Street,  a  former  coach  of 
i  tennis  and  squash  at  Princeton 

•  University,  died  of  pneumonia 
August  17  at  the  Medical  Cen- 
ter at  Princeton. 

Dr  Conroy,  who  retired  in 
1973,  was  a  cardinal  figure  in 
Princeton  athletics  for  more 
than  three  decades,  having 
served  as  varsity  squash  coach, 
varsity  tennis  coach  and  asso- 
'  ciate  director  of  athletics. 

A  native  of  Newport,  R.I., 
who  learned  to  play  tennis  at 
the  fabled  Newport  Casino, 
Conroy  earned  his  A  B.  (1932) 
and  M.A.  (1937)  degrees  at  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire, 
where  his  basketball  expertise 
landed  him  a  berth  on  the  All- 
New  England  team.  He  also 

*  earned  a  doctorate  in  education 
from  Columbia  University  in 
1952. 

Conroy's  Princeton  career 
began  in  1939  when  he  came  to 
the  University  as  the  varsity 
coach  of  squash  and  as  assist- 
ant to  Mercer  Beasley  in  tennis. 
He  became  Princeton's  head 
-coach  in  1942  but  saw  wartime 
service  as  a  Navy  gunnery  of- 
ficer. 

Under  his  command  the 
Tigers  became  the  dominant 
power  in  Eastern  college  ten- 
nis, at  one  point  (1960-65)  run- 
ning up  52  consecutive  vic- 
tories, the  longest  varsity  win- 
ning streak  ever  recorded  at 
Princeton.  For  two  decades, 
Conroy's  teams  never  placed 
below  second  in  the  Eastern  In- 
tercollegiate Tennis  League. 

In  1969,  he  was  named  asso- 
ciate director  of  athletics  and 
continued  to  coach  tennis  but 
relinquished  his  squash  duties 
In  1985,  Conroy  was  inducted 
into  the  Intercollegiate  Tennis 
"Coaches  Hall  of  Fame  along 
with  14  other  players  and 
coaches. 

Together  with  former 
women's  varsity  coach  Eve 
Kraft,  Conroy  launched  a  com- 
munity program  in  1954  that

became  "a  national  pilot  pro- 
ject for  helping  to  improve  ten- 
nis instruction  throughout  the 
country ."  Upon  his  retirement 
from  the  University,  he  found- 
ed the  Lawrenceville  Tennis 
Camp,  one  of  the  most  suc- 
cessful tennis  camps  in  the 
East. 

Throughout  his  career,  Con- 
roy was  actively  dedicated  to 
tennis  far  beyond  his  official 
duties.  He  was  president  of  the 
Eastern  Intercollegiate  Tennis 
Association  and  of  the  National 
Intercollegiate  Squash  Associ- 
ation. He  was  also  active  in  the 
U.S.  Lawn  Tennis  Association 
and  for  many  years  was  a 
much-sought-after  private  in- 
structor He  was  a  member  of 
the  Nassau  Club  of  Princeton 
and  of  the  Wingfield  Club,  an 
honorary  organization  of  the 
U.S.  Tennis  Association. 

Dr.  Conroy  is  survived  by  his 
wife,  Irene,  who  taught  for 
many  years  at  both  Miss  Fine's 
School  and  at  Princeton  Day 
School;  their  two  daughters, 
Mrs.  Charles  Aymond  of  Jack- 
son, Mich.,  and  Mrs.  David 
Vaughn  of  Hillsborough,  Calif. ; 
four  grandchildren,  a  brother.

On  Bridge  Is  Getting  Expensive,  Even  by  Princeton  Standards 


A/ttl  mv  meeting  lost  Wednesday  with  Princeton  Town 
ship  and  Borough  officials  and  representatives  from  Mercer 
County.  theD&R  Canal  Commission,  the  Office  of  New  Jer 
sc\  Heritage,  Princeton  University,  the  Princeton  Area 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  DOT  staff .  I  felt  that  it  was  time 
to  restate  and  explain  once  again  the  Department's  role  in 
the  replacement  of  the  Harrison  Street  Bridge. 

HAZEL  FRANK  GLUCK 
Commissioner  of  Transportation 

July  19,  1985.  was  a  dark  day  in  Mercer  County  history: 
the  Countv  Executive  ordered  the  damaged,  deteriorated, 
weight-restricted  Harrison  Street  bridge  in  Princeton  clos- 
ed to  vehicular  traffic  Because  Harrison  Street  is  one  of  the 
major  links  between  Princeton  and  Route  1,  the  impact  of 
the  closure  was  immediate  and  serious. 

The  closure  was  not  entirely  unexpected.  The  County  had 
applied  to  the  Department  for  financial  assistance  in  the 
replacement  of  the  bridge  as  early  as  June  1981.  But,  with 
no  state  aid  program,  and  therefore  no  state  dollars,  we  were 
forced  to  tell  the  County  that  we  could  not  assist  with  replace- 
ment of  the  bridge  at  that  time 

Having  stated  these  simple  facts,  let  me  once  again  state 
certain  other  facts  that  seem  to  be  lost  in  this  continuous  saga 
by  many  Princeton  Township  officials. 

1  The  Harrison  Street  bridge  is  not  part  of  the  state  high- 
way network.  The  bridge  is  under  Mercer  County  jurisdic- 
tion. Mercer  County  is  responsible  for  its  maintenance.  Mer- 
cer County  officials  closed  it.  Mercer  County  never  did,  does 
not  now,  and  is  unlikely  to  have  in  the  foreseeable  future,  the 
necessary  financial  resources  to  fund  the  replacement  on  its 
own.  Therefore,  they  asked  the  State  DOT's  assistance  to  find 
a  funding  source. 

2.  The  Department  has  almost  completed  the  steps  need- 
ed to  meet  existing  statutory  and  regulatory  requirements 
which  apply  to  the  historical  and  environmental  aspects  of 
the  bridge  replacement,  including  the  often  quoted  Section 
106  of  the  National  Historic  Preservation  Act  of  1966  as 
amended  and  a  programmatic  "4F"  study  of  the  construc- 
tion area 

If  pending  action  by  either  the  D&R  Canal  Commission  or 
the  Office  of  New  Jersey  Heritage  triggers  completion  of  a 
lengthier  "4F"  study,  no  additional  federal  funding  will 
become  available  as  a  result  but  construction  on  the  Harrison 
Street  bridge  will  be  delayed  by  a  minimum  of  18  months 
That  is  a  conservative  estimate  of  the  time  frame  within 
which  further  reviews  and  approvals  can  be  obtained. 

During  that  hiatus,  federal  design  standards,  which  are 
now  being  reviewed,  may  change  significantly  and  could  re- 
sult in  new  regulatioas  which  would  make  installation  of  even 
one  sidewalk  impossible. 

3  The  existence  of  two  sidewalks  on  the  D&R  Canal  bridge 
is  a  direct  result  of  the  recreational  nature  of  the  canal  park 
in  which  it  is  located  and  has  no  bearing  on  the  number  of 
sidewalks  which  are  included  on  the  Harrison  Street  bridge. 

4.  Repealed  assertions  by  the  Township  that  the  Federal 
Highway  Administration  fFHWA)  would  have  approved  two 

sidewalks    if  vue  Had  uutjui  them  to,  »r«  groundloce.  Tho 

FHWA  discourages  sidewalks  on  bridges  unless  they  are  ab- 


solutely  necessary.  f„„jjn0 

Moreover,  the  FHWA  actively  discourages  public  funding 
of  amenities  which  cannot  be  otherwise  justified  for  sateiy 
and/or  capacity  reasons.  The  requested  second  sidewalk can 
only  be  included  on  the  Harrison  Street  bridge  if  the  funding 
is  provided  by  a  source  other  than  the  federal,  state  or  coun- 
ty governments. 

However,  we  will  be  ready  to  advertise  this  project  in  about 
]  >,  months.  If  an  alternatively  funded  second  sidewalk  is  to 
be  included  in  the  plan,  we  must  have  the  enabling  resolu- 
tions in  hand  immediately 

5  If  the  County  -  not  the  Township  -  wants  to  replace 
the  bridge  with  a  structure  that  will  not  bear  the  minimum 
state-approved  80,000-pound  load  in  order  to  reduce  the  poten- 
tial impact  on  the  Jugtown  historic  district,  that  is  their 
prerogative,  but  they  will  have  to  build  it  without  state  or 
federal  money.  I  am  assured  by  the  County  that  this  is  not 
their  wish.  The  new  correlation  the  Mayor  draws  between 
an  80,000-pound  weight  limit  bridge  and  another  sidewalk 
does  not  stand  the  test  of  reason,  safety  or  engineering. 

6.  The  Department  presented  the  plans  for  the  bridge 
replacement  in  late  1985,  hoping  to  begin  construction  on  the 
replacement  during  the  1987  construction  season.  During  this 
year's  delay  in  construction,  costs  have  continued  to  rise.  It 
is  now  estimated  that  the  replacement  structure  will  cost  S3  4 
MILLION,  NOT  $2.6  MILLION  AS  ESTIMATED  ONE  YEAR 
AGO.  Because  of  the  80%-16%4%  funding  formula,  this  delay 
means  that  another  $32,000  from  Mercer  County,  $128,000 
from  the  DOT  and  $640,000  from  the  limited  federal  bridge 
replacement  pot  will  be  needed.  Princeton  Township's  intran- 
sigence is  getting  expensive,  even  by  Princeton  standards. 

7.  While  it  is  difficult  to  calculate  the  cost  of  this  continu- 
ing delay  to  the  motoring  public,  the  merchants  in  Prince- 
ton Township  who  are  adversely  affected  by  the  bridge's  clo- 
sure can  easily  quantify  what  it  has  cost  them.  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Princeton  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce,  as  well 
as  individual  owners  of  businesses,  have  contacted  me  to  ex- 
press their  concern  about  the  delay  in  replacing  the  Harrison 
Street  bridge.  To  many  of  them,  the  swift  replacement  of  the 
Harrison  Street  bridge  has  become  a  matter  of  economic  life 
and  death 

I  appreciate  and  share  the  Township's  often  expressed  de- 
sire to  maintain  the  area's  quality  of  life  and  ambience  but, 
as  Commissioner  of  Transportation,  I  cannot  adopt  the  May- 
or's parochial  attitude  towards  what  is  the  public  interest  and 
where  it  lies. 

I  have  made  it  clear  time  and  again  that  I  cannot,  and  will 
not,  commit  one  more  federal  or  state  dollar  to  amenities  for 
the  Harrison  Street  bridge,  especially  when  there  are  similar 
structures  closed  to  traffic  all  over  the  state  for  lack  of  fund- 
ing. My  responsibilities  are  to  the  broad  public  interest,  the 
entire  state. 

It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  Princeton  Township  officials  will 
decide  to  serve  the  best  interests  of  their  town  and  the  re- 
gion by  dropping  their  crusade  for  a  second  sidewalk  and 
abiding  by  the  agreement  we  all  adopted  months  ago.  To  con- 
tinue to  stall  the  project  is,  at  best,  a  disservice  to  us  all  and, 
at  worst,  places  the  entire  project  in  needless  jeopardy.

county  road.  The  plan  also  sup- 
ports Princetons  proposal  of 
extending  Bunn  Drive  to  create 
an  access  to  the  state's  propos- 
ed Route  92  According  to  May- 
or Firestone,  future  Princeton 
traffic  plans  will  route  most 
Princeton-Route  One  traffic  to 
Alexander  Road  and  Harrison 
Street  in  order  to  divert  traffic 
from  Nassau  Street  in  the  cen- 
tral business  district. 

Local  officials'  attempts  to 
justify  the  need  for  a  second 
sidewalk  to  the  Canal  Park 
through  the  heavy  volume  of 
traffic  that  is  expected  to  flow 
over  the  new  bridge  were  not 
successful  at  last  week's 
meeting. 

"Township  Committee  is 
very  sensitive  to  the  inconve- 
nience of  the  bridge  being  clos- 
ed to  the  community  and  the 
area,"  commented  Mayor 
Firestone.

PUBLIC    LIBRARY 


The  following  column,  anoc- 
casional  feature  in  TOWN 
TOPICS  over  the  years,  re- 
counts highlights  from  the 
town's  history,  as  reported  in 
this  newspaper 

TEN  YEARS  AGO 
August,  1976.  "It's  bad 
enough  to  swerve  off  the  road 
and  hit  a  fence  post  to  avoid  hit- 
ting a  deer  that  lopes  casually 
away  from  your  front  bumper. 
But  when  you  get  home  and 
discover  your  flowers  and 
vegetable  garden  have  been 
cropped  down  to  the  last  leaf  by 
a  family  of  hungry  deer,  it's 
just  too  much." 

Referring  to  the  quote  above, 
Township  administrator 
Joseph  R.  Nini  admitted  he  had 
heard  plenty  of  similar  com- 
plaints from  angry  Township 
residents.  The  Township,  which 
had  an  ordinance  prohibiting 
hunting  with  guns,  was  meeting 
with  State  Fish  and  Game  of- 
ficials to  try  and  solve  the  prob- 
lem. One  suggestion  was  to 
allow  a  few  hunters,  registered 
with  police  and  wearing  distinc- 
tive armbands,  to  use  shotguns 
in  areas  where  the  property 
owner  had  given  his  permis- 
sion. 

However,  several  residents 
were  opposed  to  any  use  of 
firearms,  and  more  meetings 
were  planned  with  state  of- 
ficials for  the  fall. 

Lawrence  Benson  and  realtor 
John  Henderson  gained  ap- 
proval from  the  Borough  Zon- 
ing board  for  plans  for  a  five- 
story  building  at  the  corner  of 
Witherspoon  and  Spring  Streets. 
The  Benson  building  had  burn- 
ed down  seven  months  earlier 
in  a  spectacular  fire  that  took 
hours  to  bring  under  control. 

Jugtown  residents,  iT'ark- 
am,  Pelham  and  lower  Nassau 
streets)  were  upset  about  the 
unfinished  Sheehan  building, 
which  had  sat  untouched  since 
January,  1971. 

They  viewed  the  incomplete 
structure,  which  had  its  con- 
crete frame,  but  little  else,  as 
a  safety  hazard  for  children 
and  pets.  The  building  had  been 
the  subject  of  years  of  litigation 
between  the  Borough  and  its 
owner,  Timothy  J.  Sheehan. 

A  citizen's  bond  referendum 
committee  got  a  first-hand  look 
at  the  falling-apart  state  of 
Princeton  High.  Voters  had 
twice  rejected  an  $8-$9  million 
bond  issue  to  renovate  the 
decades-old  building. 

Defeat  of  the  earlier  referen- 
da might  have  been  traceable 
to  lack  of  community  involve- 
ment, critics  said,  and  the 
school  board  was  determined 
not  to  make  that  mistake  again. 

Paul  Houston 
was  looking  forward  to  the 
opening  day  of  school,  his  first 
as  the  new  superintendent  of 
Princeton  Regional  Schools.

The  Athe- 
nian Restaurant  opened  on 
Witherspoon  Street  ...  Bob 
Casciola  was  hoping  for  better 
times,  trying  to  lift  his  Prince- 
ton football  team  from  a  2-7 
record  the  previous  fall  , . . 
Jamie  and  Jack  Petrone  helped 
Center  Sports  to  a  pair  of  wins 
over  Conte's  in  the  champion- 
ship of  the  Adult  Softball 
League.

A  proposal  to  build  a  K-Mart 
on  Route  One  near  Meadow 
Road  was  rejected  for  the  third 
time  in  less  than  15  months  by 
West  Windsor  Township  Com- 
mittee. The  application  was 
denied  on  grounds  that  the 
developers  had  not  proved 
beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  that 
the  commercial  project  would 
not  be  detrimental  to  the  rural 
and  residential  character  of  the 
area. 

Committee  members  also  ob- 
jected to  the  volume  of  traffic 
a  K-Mart  would  generate,  and 
the  amount  of  sewage  such  a 
development  would  involve.  A 
proposed  site  for  K-Mart  at  the 
intersection  of  Route  One  and 
Quaker  Bridge  Road  had  been 
rejected  a  year  earlier. 

The  board  was  sympathetic 
to  the  appeals  of  60  township 
residents  to  maintain  the  pres- 
ent residential  standards.  War- 
nings against  K-Mart  ranged 
from  problems  of  pollution  and 
unwanted  traffic  to  the  pres- 
ence of  thieves,  pick-pockets 
and  dope  peddlers. 

The  chatter  of  teleprinters

Then,  of  course,  there's  the 
angry  mother  Egeus,  who  dons 
her  L.L  Bean  boat  shoes,  flan- 
nel shirt  and  what  looks  like  a 
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duck  hunting  outfit  to  venture 
out  into  the  forest  to  find  her 
disobedient,  runaway  daugh- 
ter. 

That's  not  quite  how  you 
remember  A  Midsummer 
Night's  Dream?  Don't  despair. 
Princeton  Summer  Theatre 
promised  us  a  "new  look"  at 
Shakespeare's  magical  roman- 
tic comedy  for  the  last  show  of 
the  season  and  that's  what  it  is 
providing  over  the  next  two 
weekends  at  Murray  Theatre 
on  the  University  campus. 

Words  Are  Familiar.  Direc- 
tor Robert  Gleason's  resource- 
ful staging  of  The  Dream  does 
remain  faithful  to  Shake- 
speare's script,  with  only  minor 


cuts  and  changes,  and  you  will 
certainly  recognize  the  more 
traditionally  presented  fairy 
rulers  of  the  forest  (Oberon, 
Titania  and  their  faithful  Puck) 
in  this  production  marked  by 
surprising  transformations  and 
economy. 

Scenic  artist  Stephanie  Dolan 
and  lighting  designer  Allan 
Shearer,  backed  up  by  tech- 
nical directors  Brian  Haynes- 
worth  and  Randy  Walter,  have 
imaginatively,  generously  and 
efficiently  provided  a  large 
dose  of  the  magic  in  this  pro- 
duction, with  the  bare  down- 
stage area  (representing 
Athens)  opening  up  to  a  multi- 
level and  evocative  enchanted 
forest  upstage. 

The  variety  of  textures,  col- 
ors and  playing  areas  —  steps, 
ramps,  platforms,  a  hillside 
and  even  a  volcano  emitting 
both  smoke  and  the  character 
Puck  —  along  with  the  deft, 
variegated  lighting  effects  do 
wonders  in  transforming  the 
small  stage  and  in  creating  a 
setting  of  romance,  magic  and 
mystery. 

Gleason's  economy  is  most 
evident  in  the  casting,  where  a 
busy  group  of  only  14  serves  for 
what  would  typically  be  a  total 
cast  of  21  and  at  least  nine  male 
roles  have  been  transformed 
into  female  roles. 

Duke  Theseus  (Peter  Camp- 
bell), his  bride  Hippolyta  (Deb-

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bie  Johnson)  and  their  master 
of  revels  PhiJostrate  (Kay 
Gayner)  most  effectively  do 
double  duty,  speeding  back  and 
forth  between  Athens  and  the 
forest,  where  they  appear  also 
as  Oberon.  Titania  and  Puck 
respectively-  Nothing  short  of 
JPuck's  magic  could  account  for 
some  of  their  astonishingly  fast 
costume  changes. 

These  three  are  experienced 
and  talented  young  performers, 
who  communicate  the  Shakes- 
pearean verse  with  under- 
standing, ease  and  power  in 
both  settings.  They  provide  a 
strong  center  for  this  produc- 
tion. 

Gayner,  who  completes  her 
self -introduction  with  a  playful- 
ly puckish  leap  into  the  arms  of 
Oberon,  is  well  cast  for  an 
athletic,  modern  dancer's  ver- 
sion of  Puck,  but  her  move- 
ments at  times  become  dis- 
tractingly  frenetic  and  inces- 
sant. 

Light  on  Love.  Gleason's 
casting  of  Campbell  as  both 
Theseus  and  Oberon,  and  John- 
son as  Hippolyta  and  Titania, 
not  only  admirably  displays 
their  versatility  as  actors  ( Ms. 
Johnson,  incidentally,  little 
more  than  a  week  ago  complet- 
ed a  successful  stint  in  the  ma- 
jor role  of  Louka  in  PST's  Arms 
and  the  Man)  but  also  sheds  in- 
teresting light  on  an  important 
theme  of  the  play  concerning 
the  two  sides  of  love:  the  for- 
mal, public  relationship  of  the 
court  and  the  wildly  fantasti- 
cal, emotional  and  freer  in- 
teraction of  the  forest. 

The  roles  of  the  six  workmen, 
the  "mechanicals"  who  gather 
to  rehearse  "most  obscenely 
and  courageously' '  and  later  to 
perform  be  fore  the  court  their 
skit  of  Pyramus  and  Thisby, 
are  played  by  six  women. 

For  bully  Bottom,  the  weav- 
er, instead  of  our  usual  burly, 
coarse  male,  we  have  a  small 
perky  female  (Jane  Barish) 
clad  in  basketball  sneakers,  red 
knee  socks,  red-and-white 
striped  shorts  and  her  red  bowl- 
ing shirt.  Her  portrayal  (after 
we  get  used  to  the  idea )  proves 
to  be  energetic  and  appealing 
as  she  leads  her  motley  troupe 
with  pluck  and  swagger,  deliv- 
ers the  warrior-lover  Pyramus 
with  great  aplomb,  and  sports 
the  ass's  head  and  entertains 
the  bewitched  Titania's  amo- 
rous advances  with  a  certain 
winning  panache. 


Judy  Van  Buskirk,  Elizabeth 
Short,  Alison  Gray,  Kristin 
Branson  and  Marion  Sanders 
provide  strong  support  in  their 
amusingly  eccentric  assort- 
ment of  characterizations  of 
the  other  mechanicals.  Their 
bizarre  presentation  of  "the 
tedious  brief  scene  of  young 
Pyramus  and  his  love  Thisby; 
very  tragical  mirth,"  before 
the  duke  and  his  court  provides 
a  wildly  humorous  highlight  of 
the  play. 

These  four  actresses  also 
double  as  the  minor  fairies  — 
Peaseblossom,  Cobweb,  Moth 
and  Mustardseed  —  who.  in  an- 
other measure  of  economy,  do 
not  actually  appear  on  stage 
except  as  light  effects.  The  four 
actresses  speak  the  fairies's 
lines  (though  not  always  loud- 
ly enough  to  be  heard  clearly) 
from  offstage. 

Among  the  four  young  lovers, 
whose  fates  become  chaotical- 
ly intertwined  by  their  own  pas- 
sions and  by  the  magic  of  the 
forest  before  Oberon  and  Puck 
finally  help  them  to  a  recon- 
ciliation, Carol  Kehoe's  Helena 
stands  out.  Hers  is  probably  the 
most  difficult  of  the  four  roles, 
and  Ms.  Kehoe's  fine  comic 
timing  and  intelligent  reading 
of  the  part  serve  her  well.  She 
delivers  convincingly  her  many 
lines  of  rhymed  couplets,  the 
most  artificial  of  Shake- 
speare's verses,  and  in  her 
romantic  frustration  and  baffl- 
ed exasperation,  she  estab- 
lishes an  unforgettably  humor- 
ous character. 

Terry  Coe  as  Lysander  and 
Jurgen  Jones  as  Demetrius, 
rivals  first  for  Hermia,  then  for 
Helena,  are  more  than  ade- 
quate, though  a  bit  pallid  —  and 
no  wonder  Puck  gets  confused 
in  searching  for  the  youth  "in 
weeds  of  Athens"  when  Lysan- 
ders's  forest  attire  consists  of 
Madras  jacket,  gold  shirt, 
slacks  and  Hush  Puppies. 

Shelley  King  as  Hermia  has 
her  moments,  but  suffers  from 
some  inconsistency,  while 
Esther  Jenkins,  as  her  mother 
Egeus,  transformed  from  the 
original  father  Egeus,  con- 
tributes a  solid  supporting  per- 
formance. 

Lovers  of  a  traditional  Mid- 
summer Night's  Dream  may 
experience  some  unhappy 
moments  at  this  show,  and  the 
many  transformations  of  sex 
and  of  costume  undeniably 
cause  occasional  problems  and

ing  the  laboratory  and  x-ray 
departments  and  adding  space 
to  the  dietary  and  laundry 
departments. 

A  new  10-bed  intensive-care 
unit  was  to  be  built  to  provide 
concentrated  nursing  care  for 
critically  ill  patients. 

During  the  dog  days  of  Au- 
gust talk  among  local  officials 
centered  around  the  lack  of 
recreation  facilities  in  the  Bor- 
ough and  Township.  Recreation 
in  Princeton  was  a  year  round 
problem,  with  the  University 
owning  the  only  available  facil- 
ities, such  as  a  pool,  tennis 
courts  and  an  ice  skating  rink. 
The  Princeton  High  playing 
field  offered  the  only  regulation 
size  baseball  diamond  for 
public  use. 

Talk  of  a  Joint  Recreation 
Commission  was  going  around 
and  a  huge  area  of  undeveloped 
land  near  Township  Hall  was 
eyed  for  a  "community  park," 
where  softball  fields,  tennis 
courts  and  a  pool  might  be 
built. 

Borough  police,  led  by  Lt. 
Francis  J.  Maguire,  had  a  new 
weapon  to  help  them  in  their 
battle  to  catch  speeders.  The 
first  radar  units  had  been 
bought,  and  were  ready  to  be 
put  into  use  immediately  on 
town  streets. 

The  equipment  consisted  of  a 
radar  eye,  mounted  on  a  three- 
foot  tripod  by  the  side  of  the 
road.  The  speed  of  an  ap- 
proaching car  would  be  regis- 
tered on  a  speedometer  on  the 
unit  and  also  on  a  printed  graph 
for  use  in  court.  The  patrolman 
operating  the  unit  would  radio 
another  officer  stationed  in  a 
patrol  car  further  down  the 
road  to  stop  those  drivers  ex- 
ceeding the  speed  limit. 

Township  police  reporting  on 
two  auto  accidents  involving 
deer  in  one  week,  cautioned 
motorists  that  August  was  the 
time  that  does  begin  to  wander 
with  their  new  fawns  from  one 
place  to  another.  The  new  fam- 
ilies have  been  pretty  sta- 
tionary until  this  point,  but  will 
cross  Township  roads  more  of- 
ten from  now  on.

40  YEARS  AGO 

August,  1947.  The  heads  of 
the  four  veterans'  organizations 
in  Princeton  launched  a  united 
campaign  to  bring  the  question 
of  the  low-cost  housing  short- 
age to  the  attention  of  munici- 
pal planners  and  keep  it  there. 

The  veterans  noted  little  or 
nothing  has  been  done  since  the 
end  of  the  war  to  alleviate  the 
permanently  deplorable  hous- 
ing situation  in  Princeton.  They 
asked  that  immediate  action  be 
taken  to  plan  and  construct  mu- 
nicipal housing  with  an  average 
monthly  rental  of  $45.
